Tennis is hide-bound with rules, 
all of which, in some form or an- 
other, are necessary. The. foot- 
fault rule must.be revised, but 
that its revision should require 
such a snerifice on the part of the 
players seems unwarrantable. 

Possibly it is not so, simple 
as it appears, but players in gen- 
eral might welcome an alteration 
which requires, only one foot be- 
ing behind the baseline until time 
of compact. In‘this way the lines-
